THE Marquis of Carmorthen reported from the Cominittee, to whom 
the letters and petition of the Earl of Pomfret were, referred, the re- 
folutions that they had formed for the adjournment of that a‘fair. He 
read them in his place. ‘They were two in number, and were founded 
on the model of thofe in the cafe of the Earl of Middlefex in the year 
1666. The firft was the direftion to the Lord Chancellor, in which, 
when the Earl of Pomfret is brought to the bar, his Loidihip wiil 
addrefs him in words to the following effect: 

My Lorop, . 

I am commanded to inform you, that the offences and difatiifadtion 
which’ their Lordthips couccived from the letters and menaces which 
you fent to his Grace the Duke of Grafton, were the caufe of the pro- 
ceedings which they have taken again{t your Lordihip. They confider 
your conduct as highly nnworthy and uafit for a perfon of your Lord- 
fhip’s rank towards a perfon of the like quality. 

But, in confequence of the aflertions contained in the petition which 
was prefented to this Right Honourable Houfe from your Lordihip, 
they have commanded me,. after giving you the moft folemn and juit 
reprimand for your behaviour, to inform you, That they agree to re+ 
inflate -your Lordthip in, your privileges and dignity, after your Lord- 
fhip has fubmitted yourfelf to this authority, and entered into the moit 
folemn engagements, upon your honour, that you will, in fature, de- 
-mean yourfclf as a Peer of Pailiament, and defift from all further at- 
tempts on his Grace’s peace and fecurity. 

The fecond refolution contained the form and words of the fubmif- 
fion and engagement which the noble Lord is appointed to make. 

My Lords, lam. highly fenfidle of, and moft fincercly lament, the 
jut caufe which I gave to this Right Honourable Houle, forall the 
proceedings which have'been ordered againft me. I was led to fend the 
letters and the menaces to his Grace the Duke of Grafton, tending to 
affect his'peace and fecutity, from an idea of an infult, which T now 
find to be totally unfounded. I do therefore moft hambly acknowledge 
the grace and favour of this Right Honouable Houk, in pardoning my 
faults and the effectsof them, and reftoring me to their good opinion, 
when I have entered into the mott folemd engagements on my honour 
not to profecute ‘this affair any further againft his Grate; and to pro- 
mife, that I will in fitture demean my/felt, in all refpedis, as is becom 
ing.a Peer of Great Britain. 

‘rhefe refolutions, after being read at the table three times, were a- 
greed to, aud orders were ified to the Lieutenant-Goversor of the 
‘Tower to bring the per{on_ of the nable Lord to the bar of the Houfe, 
precifely at two 2’clock ; and on the reprimand, anda promile, on his 
part; to-make the fubmiffion required, to diftharge him frem cuttody. 
And another order was made, that the noble Lerd thould, then in his 
place within the bar, make the fubmiffion and engagements, and be 
reftored to his rank, privileges, and dignity. , 

The order of the day was now read for their Lordthips, on a motion 
ef the Du! of Bolton. 

The Duke’ of Balton now rofe, and faid, that in the prefert difficult 
fituation of public affairs, he trutted he fhould be- excufed for animad- 
verting with freedom on ou? measures, and alfo of arraigning the con- 
duct of particular officers and office3. He did not mean to arraign pre- 
vious to enquiry; but he withed ‘to have laid before the Houte certain 
papers, which would give them the neceflary information, He ttated, 
that Minifters now held out to Parliament, and to this country, a new 
fanguage ; for we were told in the fpeech from the throne, ‘* that we 
had been able to refit the powerful preparations of the Hoafe of Four- 
bon.”—Refift the preparations !—In- former times we had been able to 
refit the operations of thef powers. We were now given to under- 

ftand, thatthe Family Compaét was not highly detrimental to Britain. 
The faté Earl of Chatham was wont tu talk another language. We were 
alfo told, that our affairs were in a better fitnation this year than they 
were the la(t.—He wilked to enquire into the truth of that fact. la 
what part of the world were we better? In America the French were 
in poilefion’ of Rhode-tilarnd, the only fafe and capacious harbour on 
the continent. We had permitied a wostby and defusving oficer to: be 
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Libbeted, aud we bed gai ied over General Arnold.” Muyci@tas expect- 
ed from this event; for-his part\hetiw note. We had lo a very good 
man, and gained a badone.—-ln the Weft Indies had weanly advantage? 
sure'y none.—Ih Enrope.a powerful confederady had beenformed a+ 
gainft us; and we had lott, by a very foolih aad a véty idie meafure, 
the only ally that we had—Portugal.. By endeavourtag to make 'a heu- 
tral port a fcene of war, this had been brought about, ‘and wé-had ne 
ports now but in Great Britaia.—Had not cur trade fiiffered | This was 
the fubjeét to which he called their atteation. Our trade had fudered 
a blow uaprecedented in former times; 52 merchanit-thips out of 63 had 
been taken by one blow. There muft be blame fomewhere, aad he 
wiihed to find it out. 

Ite conc-ived chat ihe convoy was perfectly inadequate for the pur- 
pofe of defending fuch a fleet, and the track of the voyage was highly 
imprudent. At tht moment, to his certain knowledge, the Admiralty 
were acquain‘ed that tie combined ficets were seddy to fil from Cadiz 
at a moment’s warning. [1 fuch a’ cafe, it wos their duty to have (ot 
the grand fleet to convoy; the merchantmem paft Cape St Vineent; as 
they might have forefeen the danger of a north winds blowing the 
the feet 150 leagues too much to the wéRward. Im times of war too 
it was highly improper to order large ggavoys to touch at Madeira ; “as, 
by ufing an uniform traét, the ene.ny, by cruiling-about 30 degrees from 
Madeisa, conld never fail of intercepting them. He iaid. it ought to 
have been the conduét of Minifters to baye feat the grand fleet to con- 
voy them acrols (ie Lititudes, ifthey miuikgewo Madgira, | The mea- 
fure of touchiag at any port pre-ious to their final de fon was al- 
ways dangerous, when large fleets of merchantmen were wilder convoy; 
and he was given to under‘tand, that Sir George Rodney eimplained of 
being fent to Gibraltar. He withed thereforé to alcertain who were in 
the fault with refpe& to this cxpture; whether thé Admiralty or the 
Commodore.

Te Earl of Sandwich faid, that fo far from obdjectingrto the motion, 
he rote to fecond it; convinced that the belt way the Miniitry could 
take to exculpate themfelves from all guilt ref{petting that unfortunate 
capture, was to lay all the information that they could before the 
Houfe. No man telt more than hisfelf the lofs of the fleet; and it 
give him confolation that ‘his Maje(ly’s Minitters Nad been more than 
ordinury careful to proteét it. It was true that the Admiralty had in-

The noble Lord adverted to the affertion of his Grace, that Sir G. 
Rodney's t uching at Gibraltar was uafortanate for this country.’ Ha 
refuted this idea, by caumerating the conquetts we had made, which were 
in confequence of that meafive.
